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From 20 to 27 July, seven trains with signal units of the GOFG' from 

Bad Saarow, the Third Guerds Mechanized Army from Trebbin and Forst Zinna, 

and of the First Guards Mechanized Army from Koenigsbrueck moved to the 
Finsterwalde area, The units assembled on Buergerheide west of Finsterwalde. 

On 26 and 27 July, six trains carrying signal unite and, it is alleged, engineer 
troops from Leipzig and Weimar were unloaded at Doberlug. -The troops 

marched toward Oppelhain, southeast of Doberlug.
